It should be noted that due to the application submitted by 
the Town for the purchase of 6 new school buses not having been 
approved by the governmental agencies concerned, the estimated 
cost of these buses and their maintenance and operation, totaling 
$35,500.00, transferred from the Excess and Deficiency Account 
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at the Special Town Meeting held on July 26, 1943 has not been 
spent. This amount is being held on the books to be used for the 
purpose for which it was provided, as soon as it becomes possible 
to carry out the vote of the Town, unless meanwhile the town 
takes other action in the matter. There was no borrowing during 
the year in anticipation of revenue except one small note issued 
August 19th, maturing December 19th, for $1,000.00 in anticipation 
of receiving ihis amount from the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the County of Norfolk as their share of our Chapter 90 
Maintenance program. Our excellent financial condition with 
ample cash balances throughout the year precluded the necessity 
of the usual short term borrowing in anticipation of tax revenue. 
Uncollected taxes are at a new low point, amounting to only 


$36,845.80.

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On April 18th, the Walpole Lions Club presented a Service 
Flag to the town, the Gold Star Mothers were honored at Memorial 
Day Exercises on May 30th, Flag Day Exercises were held on 
June 13th, on September 26th a State Guard Enlistment Rally 
followed a parade, a Soldiers and Sailors Committee to provide 
recreation was appointed, a War Service Committee organized 
and throughout the year the Red Cross prepared bandages at: 
their rooms on Front Street. The Committee on Public Safety 
continued its activities in preparation for any emergency that 
might arise. On July 21st, the Kendall Mills was awarded the: 
Army-Navy “E’ for high production achievement. Scrap drives 
produced much needed raw materials for vital war purposes. A. 
Victory Garden program was effectively and efficiently carried 
out during the summer months. A Special Christmas issue of the: 
Walpole Times was prepared and mailed to all Service Men and. 
Women at town expense. This “‘letter from home’’,brought greet- 
ings from the townspeople and was much appreciated especially 
by those far from home. During December, $5,771.50 was 
collected for the National War Fund.

Post War Program—Recognizing the importance of having ready 

a program for necessary public works pro- 
jects to provide necessary employment whenever the need arises, 
the Town Engineer has been requested to prepare plans for exten- 
sions to our sewer and water systems, reconstruction of certain 
highways, repairs to public buildings and construction of side- 
walks. It is hoped that a well coordinated program can be 
worked out. with the cooperation of the Town Planning Board 
ready for submission to the Town whenever such action is 
required. Although, the Federal and State governments are 
expected to make grants to municipalities for postwar public 
works projects, insofar as possible, we believe Walpole should 
take care of its own obligations to those of its citizens who may 
need useful work during the period of readjustment which may 
come even before the end of the war. 
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School Transportation—At the Adjourned Annual Town Meeting 

held on March Ist, it was voted to author- 
ize the Board of Selectmen to investigate the school transportation 
Situation and report at the next town meeting. A report was sub- 
mitted to a Special Town Meeting held on June 14th (see copy of | 
report on page 175) and was accepted by the Town. At this - 
Special Town Meeting it was also voted that the Moderator 
appoint a committee consisting of six members, two each from 
the School Committee, the Appropriation Committee, and the 
Selectmen. Richard H. Kannaly, Denis F. O’Brien, Lawrence T. 
Brown, Dr. F. X. Maguire, Willis D. McLean and George Sherrerd 
Jr. were appointed by the Moderator to this Committe which 
organized June 17th with Willis D. McLean, Chairman and 
Lawrence T. Brown, Secretary. The Committe reported to the 
Town at a Special Town Meeting on July 26th and recommended 
that, subject to securing the required governmental approval, the 
Town purchase six new school buses and contract for their hous- 
ing, maintenance and operation. The report of the Committee 
appears in full on page 183. The Town accepted the Committee's 
recommendations, made available the necessary appropriation 
by transfer from the Excess and Deficiency account and instructed 
the Selectmen to file applications with the governmental authori- 
ties concerned for their purchase. This was done, but due to a 
ruling by the office of Defense Transportation, the applications 
were denied. 


Appointments—On February 9, 1943, Mrs. Bernice Shannon was 

appointed a member of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare and Investigator for the Bureau of Old Age Assistance to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation on December 14, 1942 
of Mrs. Nilla Bock. Mrs. Shannon, a graduate of Walpole schools 
and Georgetown University School of Nursing in Washington, 
taught case work in the Social Service Department of Georgetown 
Hospital for five years and has the requisite training, and ex 
perience necessary for her work on these two Boards. On August 
6th, Miss Mary Geary was appointed Acting Tax Collector to fill 
the unexpired term of James H. Ginley who entered military 
service. Miss Geary had been employed in the Tax Collector's - 
office and is familiar with all details of the Collector's duties. She 
is continuing the work of this office with efficiency and service to 
the townspeople. —

The following actions are pending in the Norfolk Superior 
Court:— 
Gardner A. Whitney et al vs County of Norfolk 
Henry A. Fisher et al vs County of Norfolk 
Town of Foxborough vs Town of Walpole 
The first and second actions are petitions for the assessment 
of damages arising out of the relocation of North Street. These 
actions. are ones for which the Town of Walpole is ultimately re- 
sponsible and the Board of Selectmen, in order to effect a saving 
for the Town, secured the necessary authorization from the County 
Commissioners for your counsel to enter his appearance. 
The third case, above-named, is a welfare case brought for 
aid furnished alleged Walpole settlements. Having worked with 
the Welfare Board on various matters, I wish to take this oppor- 
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tunity to congratulate them on the excellent manner in which 
claims by and against the Town, pertaining to their department, 
have been reduced to the aforementioned Town of Foxborough 
matter. 

A petition for assessment of damages is pending as the. 
result of the relocation of a street in East Walpole. 

There are matters before the Land Court involving the fore-~ 
closeure of rights of redemption in tax titles, which under the law 
are instituted by the Town Treasurer. 

I have had conferences with and advised the Board of Asses- 
sors, the Building Inspector, the Police Department, the Town 
Clerk, the Town Treasurer, the Town Engineer, the Tax Collector 
and the Appropriations Committee relative to legal matters per- 
taining to the several departments. 

I have drafted bonds, conveyances and other legal documents 
for the Town. 

As you will note, I have not made reference to my work with 
your board. This omission is intentional as our work is so closely 
related. However, I thank the Board of Selectmen and all town 
officials for their helpfulness and kind cooperation during the past 


year.

TOWN ENGINEER AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS - - - 


Highways—Other than widening and repairing Stone Street 
Extension from the public dump to the residence of 
Harold Huff, all work scheduled in this department was of a main- 
tenance program. Stone Street Extension was rebuilt to the new 
layout accepted by the Town at a special town meeting held on 
February 9, 1942. A new spillway to Clark's pond was construct- 
ed with flashboard control. Two 36” concrete pipes carry the 
water under the road. Proper highway guards were installed 
after completion of the work. Plans to continue this construction 
to Washington Street are included in next year’s program. The 
following streets were resurfaced:—South from Common to resi- 
dence of William Cheever, South from Washington to Pine, Pine, 
Winter from Summer to residence of Klaus Yonker, and from 
residence of Matthew Behrsing to Main, June, East from residence 
of Raymond Call to June, Bird, Beech, Hemlock, Fuller Avenue, 
Stone from School to Massachusetts Avenue, North from County 
Farm to Westwood Line, Lewis Avenue, Neponset, Clark Avenue, 
West from Main to Elm, Woodland Road, Pleasant from Walcott 
Avenue to Union, May, Bird School Drive, Moose Hill Road, Park 
Lane, Coney from Pleasant to State Highway, Old Post Road, 
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Barstow Road, Kendall from East to Maple Grove Cemetery, 
Stone Street Extension and School from Stone to East Street. 


Drainage systems throughout the town were cleaned and 
_ brush cut on the corner of Washington and High Plain Streets, 
Maple, Diamond, Stone, Pemberton, the corner of Fisher and 
Main Street, corner Ellis and Stone, Moose Hill Road, High Plain 
Street., Washington from High Plain to Common, Stone Street 
Extension, High, Ceder, North and Sumner Streets. We have con- 
tinued our curtailment in the operation of highway trucks and all 
equipment in the department has been maintained efficently 
and appears to be in good condition for the coming year. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance—Under this program the State and Coun- 

ty made grants of $1,000.00 each and 
the Town appropriated a like amount. The following work was 
completed: All catch basins cleaned, brush was cut on County 
Road, Elm, Washington, Coney Common, West and Winter 
Streets. West Street was resurfaced from the Norfolk-Walpole 
line to the residence of Dominic Falone, Winter Street from the 
residence of Christian Zahner to Stop River Bridge. Spot patch- 
ing was done on Washington and East Streets. Drainage system 
was repaired on West Street in front of the residence of Frederick 
Ortla. Shoulders were’ repaired and patched on Washington 
Street in front of the Boyden School. The southerly shoulder of 
County Street (Route 109) was reinforced for approximately 400 
feet and a highway guard provided thereon. 


Parks and Playcgrounds—tThis department operated entirely on a 

maintenance basis as well as aiding 
the Highway and Water departments, due to the shortage of help 
in these departments. Tree belts adjacent to town property, 
lawns, small parks and commons were maintained as in pre 
vious years. The swimming pool was operated with satisfactory 
results, and a report of the Supervisor will be found elsewhere in 
this report. 


Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination—In early summer 

maple trees at 
various locations throughout the town showed a sudden wilting, 
browning of foliage and defoliation. This condition is known as 
Verticillium Wilt, wounds in these trees probably associated with 
either the hurricane of 1938, ice storm breakage or other winter 
conditions became infected with this fungus. This condition pre- 
vailed at widely scattered points throughout Massachusetts. Con- 
trol of this wilt is difficult—the application of spray is not known 
to have any curative value, and although fertilization of these 
trees is recommended, vigorous growing trees are sometimes 
killed by the disease. The disease, however, rarely destroys a 
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large number of trees at any one time. Several large elms which 
had died as the result of the hurricane had to be removed in 
various locations of the town. Early in the year gypsy moth 
nests were creosoted which was followed later by the usual 
spraying program. 


Town Forest—Cleaning and trimming was continued this year. 

Many large pine trees, killed by the hurricane, 
were removed, cut into firewood and distributed to welfare cases 
in the town. Approximately twenty cords will be available for 
welfare recipients for the coming year. 


Sewer Department—No new construction was undertaken in this 

department. Six house connections were 
made, making a total of 275 house connections to the system. 
Excluding these house connections, there are 61,337 lineal feet of 
sewer in our system at the present time. 


Repairs to Public Buildings—Other than regular maintenance, 

major repairs made during the 
year were as follows: Bird School—New floor laid in one class- 
room, retubed No. 1 boiler, Fisher School—replaced broken slate 
on roof, installed stoker, repaired entrance walks. High School— 
placed new flashing on roof of gymnasium and shower. Plimpton 
School—repaired ceilings (two rooms). Stone School—replaced 
twelve windows in two rooms, constructed dark room for Dental 
Clinic, laid new floor in upper corridor. Centre Library—caulked 
windows, installed Stoker. Central Fire Station—repaired and 
painted gutters. Town Hall—built porch over Police Department's 
entrance. Boyden School—installed stoker. 


Water Department—This department had a busy and very suc- 

cessful year. Five new services were in- 
stalled and five old services renewed. An eight inch main was 
laid on Main Street from the property of Oliver Hastings to the 
Ranger Corporation. One hydrant was installed at the end of 
this extension. During the year the contract for the inspection, 
cleaning and repairing of the wells at the well field was com- 
pleted with satisfactory results. All wells were washed, their 
output increased and ten new wells driven in the old well field. 
A study has been made of further extending the well field and 
a large area of the swamp in the rear of the Public Works build- 
ings has been filled where twelve additional wells were driven as 
part of this program. Continuance of this work is recommended 
for the coming year. All equipment in the pumping station has 
been maintained at a high degree of efficiency. The total amount 
of water pumped for the year was 389,763,000 gallons, a decrease 
of 1,264,000 gallons from last year. There is outstanding at the 
end of the year only $25,000.0 of bonded debt and we have a 
surplus revenue of approximately $45,000.00. 
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‘Health Department—This department, under the administration 

of Dr. Frederick H. Fuller, has continued to 
operate effectively. The public dump at the centre has been 
maintained as usual. Efforts have been made to provide similar 
facilities in other sections of the town but no available locations 
have been found. Garbage has been collected throughout the 
town in a very satisfactory manner. The Health Officer's report 
will be found elsewhere in this report. ¥ 


Purchasing Department—Many items of supplies and equipment 
are obtainable only on a priority basis, 
the Federal regulations governing which being subject to constant 
change. This has required the continuous attention of this depart- 
ment. We have continued our practice of carefully canvassing 
deale:s and have given proper recognition to our local merchants 
wherever possible.

HEALTH OFFICER - - - 


General—Sanitary Inspections of Dwellings and of conditions 

surrounding them have been carried out as in former 
years. The general sanitation of the town is good, the exceptions 
few. The latter are in process of change for the better and im- 
provements are apparent from year to year. These general 
inspections of dwellings number twenty-nine. 


Food Handlers—Stores retailing food and food products have 

been visited from time to time and with two 
exceptions have been well conducted and have a good rating. 
There were four reinspections. To those catering to the public as 
in restaurants and drug stores it is recommended that all eating 
utensils, glasses etc. be washed in boiling water as a health 
necessity. There were twenty-five general inspections during 
the year. 


School Children—The parent who knowingly sends a child to 
school with an eruption or breaking out, the identity of which is 
unknown, committ a breach against the public welfare and should 
be treated accordingly. The same would apply to sending a 
child, with chronic cough, especially when whooping cough is 
epidemic.

The incidence for scarlet fever is rather high but during the 
year the disease was unusually prevalent throughout the State. 


Swimming Pools—They were visited several times during the 

summer. The East pool was not in the best 
of sanitary condition, slime was found on the bottom in a certain 
area, the stream leading to it from the south was partially choked 
with vegetable matter, the shower room on the north side was not 
found as clean as might be expected but after a hose was pro- 
cured the condition was considerably better. The pool at the 
center was well cared for with good supervision. 


Malaria—I again stress the need of cleaning out of small streams 

to eliminate the presence of stagnant water, a breeding 
place for mosquitoes, also of doing away with the presence of 
stagnant water around houses. This bids fair to being of much 
importance to the future welfare of the town inasmuch as return- 
ing veterans of the war infected with malaria, especially in a 
virulent form, in mosquito bearing areas, might seriously jepor- 
dize the health of the town. I would recommend a special ap- 
propriation for the above, as has been recommended in previous 
reporis. 


Neponset River—The State Department of Health is about to make 

an inspection of all the causes of pollution of 
the Neponset River and its tributaries during the year. The 
statutes passed or amended by the Legislature are too long for 
publication here, but all persons owning property where drainage 
or contamination of any kind—flows into any tributary of the 
. Neponset River is liable to arrest and fine for such pollution. 


Conclusion—On request of the State Department of Health four 

visits were made to individuals who were rejected in 

the draft, and whose physical well-being was a matter of con- 

cern. Three visits were made for renewal of licenses for boarding 

children, one visit where garbage was placed in other than the 
hands of the contractor.

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DENTAL HYGIENIST - - - 


The school dental program has undergone several changes 
this year. As there was no school dentist after March, four local 
dentists, Dr. R. R. Davenport, Dr. H. L. Banks, Dr. A. Zonn, and 
Dr. H. W. Harding, volunteered to do the clinic work until the 
close of the school year in June 

In September, under the guidance of Dr. R. R. Davenport, a 
new program was organized. Formerly our program was more 
clinical than educational and served only the first six grades: 
now the order is reversed; it is more educational and all grades 
are served. Dr. Davenport has secured the services of Dr. Harold 
Berk of the Research Division of the Forsyth Dental Infirmary for 
Children. The operative dentistry will be done on a limited 
schedule by Dr. Harold Berk and Dr. Davenport. Therefore only 
those who cannot possibly go to an outside dentist may attend 
the clinic. The cleanings by the hygienist will also be limited. 

The educational work in the first eight grades consists of 
follow up work on getting children to their family dentist, plus 
talks, movies, posters and other devices to teach dental hygiene. 

In the High School the educational work is conducted through 
the students’ council and regular teachers of such subjects as 
chemistry, history, biology, physiology, home economics and the 
art department for posters. 

An X-Ray machine was purchased and is being used for the 
physical fitness group. Each junior and senior will be X-rayed 
with an interview later on with the dentist to learn what the X-ray 
disclosed. This should be of great value to the students and act 
as a strong incentive for correction of all dental defects in that 
group. 

A dental chair, motor, and cabinet were donated by Dr. Dav- 
enport to the town, and were placed at the Plimpton school. 

--May I take this opportunity to thank Dr. Fuller, and all who 
have helped by their cooperation to further the dental program.

DENTAL CLINIC - - - 


In March 1943, the town was faced with the problem of carry- 
ing on its dental program under war time conditions . No dentist 
being available to give full time to this project, Drs. Harding, 
Zonn, and Davenport volunteered to carry on the Dental Clinic 
as it has operated: in the past, until the end of the school year. 
Dr. Banks volunteered to take care of emergencies. This plan 
was carried on very successfully, and to a satisfactory comple- 
tion. 
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In September, when no dentist could be found to carry on the 
program as previously set up, it was decided that Miss Bourassa 
should urge all students to go to their family dentists. The results 
of her efforts are evidenced by the large number of dental cards 
returned. valde seat... 

Dr. Harold Berk, who is doing research work at the Forsyth 
Dental Infirmary, was asked to come to Walpole to take care of 
emergencies and help carry out the new dental program. He has 
carried out these duties very ably. This program consists of 
X-raying all Junior and Senior students of the High School, so that 
they may go out in life ready for the prevailing conditions, better 
equipped from a health knowledge standpoint. 

If time permits before the end of the school year, we hope te 
X-ray all first grade students so that they may start their school 
life with a better knowledge of dental health. Miss Bourassa is 
giving dental talks in each room of all grammar school grades. 

A program of education through experiments, class instruc- 
tions, and the writing of articles for the school magazine, has been 
established in the departments of chemistry, biology, domestic 
science, English composition, and art. The close and cooperative 
spirit of the Student Council and the Faculty has made this pro- 
gram possible. 

I might add that this program has been not only approved, 
but also heartily endorsed by the American Society of Dentistry 
for Children, and by the Massachusetts State Department of 


Public Health.

MILK INSPECTOR - - - 


The Health Department issued twenty-three licenses to sell . 
milk and cream for stores and restaurants, nineteen for dealers 
and six local permits for producers retailing not over twenty 
quarts daily. 

Routine inspections of dairy animals, premises and samples 
of dairy products were made. Records of microscopic appear- 
ance, bacteria count, total solids, sediment, and percentage of 
butter fat for all licensed dairies show the town’s supply reason- 
‘ably satisfactory. Such instances of unsatisfactory supply as 
occurred were definitely due to the decided shortage of farm labor 
in this war. Closer supervision of such supplies resulted in satis- 
factory improvement. 

Four licenses for operation of pasteurization plants were 
issued. 

A total of $61.00 in license fees was collected.

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ANIMAL INSPECTOR - - - 


During the summer, The State Department of Agriculture 
requested a survey of dairy herds to provide an adequate picture 
of the milk supply. Due to the emergency, particularly with 
reference to the gas and tire shortage, the department suggested 
no further general inspections were necessary. However, all 
cattle admitted to herds from outside the state were inspected. 
Also, all cases where disease was reported were properly 
cleaned and disinfected. 

Many cases of dog bites were investigated and animals 
quarantined. No positive cases of Rabies were found.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE AND 
BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE - - - 


This Department is concerned with all phases of public re- 
lief, including Aid to Dependent Children, Old Age Assistance, 
and General Relief. 


The first duty of each department is to supply the taxpayers 
of the Town with a detailed report of expenditures and your Town 
Accountant, in keeping with this thought, has provided this in- 
formation on the other pages of the Annual Report. Detailed files 
comprising the background for the expenditures are always on 
file at our office. 

It will be of interest to the taxpayers to know that the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare has a reduction of expenditures to report 
for the current fiscal year as compared with the fiscal year of 
1942. The reasons for this reduction can be explained as being 
primarily due to the fact that the progress of the war has given 
gainful employment to many who formerly required assistance 
from the Board; this condition has been further reflected in a 
reduction of payment for Aid to Dependent Children—again, a 
matter df gainful employment being secured by individuals 
whose responsibility for the support of the children is manifested. 
In line with this thought, commendation is given to many former 
recipients of Old Age Assistance for their patriotism and willing- 
ness to go back to their old work in furtherance of the war effort. 

The list of welfare cases is now composed of persons either 
wholly incapacitated or unable’ to work for any sustained period 
of time. r 

Under date of February 14, 1943, Mrs. Bernice D. Shannon, 
Walpole, Mass., was appointed a member of the Board of Public 
Welfare and acts as Medical-Social worker on the different cases 
calling for any form of Public Relief. During the period following 
her appointment, every file on hand was reinvestigated. 

In compliance with new laws of the Commonwealth effec- 
tive as of September 8, 1943, a complete revision of all budgets 
for receipients was necessary and was accomplished with a full 
report to the proper authorities. As a result, a hearing of one 
case followed, with appeal to the authorities of the Common- 
wealth by the persons interested. Your Board is pleased to 
report that all rulings were in the favor of the Board. 

Modern social aid now calls for a complete understanding of 
the problems of the individual in financial difficulty; once this 
knowledge is obtained, every effort is made by your Board to 
secure full benefit of the law for the individual's aid and assist- 
ance. A completely itemized budget is retained in the file of each 
case and this is periodically checked and brought into a current 
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status; the clerical work necessary is extensive. For the complete 
file record, however, a benefit for the Town of Walpole is obtained 
as the Town of Walpole receives many re-imbursements when 
the facts of the cases are given proper presentation. 

Although the Accountant's Report, previously mentioned, 
will present a detailed report of the financial status of the depart- 
ment, a few facts are now presented for the further information 
of the interested taxpayer:

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This year I am recommending the purchase of two-way short 
wave radios, one to be in the Chief's car and the other to be 
located in the Central Fire Station. If this radio is purchased, I 
believe the efficiency of this department will be greatly improved 
especially during the bad forest fire periods during the Spring and, 
fall months. It is intended that this unit will be used in conjunc- 
tion with the Walpole Police Dept., thus enabling faster police 
service in case of an emergency. I believe this set will pay for 
itself during the first year in the service it will render the Town. 
Many near by towns have installed this new service and find the 
results are working very well and to the advantage of the tax- 
payer. . 

I have inspected and issued the following permits: 


17 Permits for storage of oil. 
2 Permits for storage of furnace oil. 
1 Permit for use of dynamite. 


All schools were inspected as to fire drills and also have 
been instructed in fire prevention and how to sound a fire alarm 
in an emergency. I commend the school department on their 
good work. 

As a defense measure we have formed and trained an auxili- 
ary fire-fighting force of 35 men which have already seen active 
service. The government has provided us with two skid pumps, 
two trailer pumps and a front end pump plus several hundred 
feet of hose and other equipment. This means that we now have 
a trailer pump in each of our three stations, also a skid pump at 
the pumping station and one located at the town hall. The front 
end pump is on a Forest Fire truck at the center station. With this 
new equipment I believe we will be able to handle any emer- 
gency that might arise. 


Forest Fire 


We have had 91 box alarms, 15 still alarms and 5 out of 
town calls. The town still has a very bad hazard in our woods 
and I am asking the people of Walpole to help us keep our fires 
down. It should not be overlooked, that a permit must be obtained 
for all out of door fires except when there is snow on the ground. 
Please note that if any fire starts from your incenerator or from 
a fire started by you without a permit your are subject to a fine 
and the cost of the department. We had many more fires in the 
spring and fall months of 1943 than we did during 1942 and a 
great many of these were caused by people being careless dur- 
ing our two dry seasons of the year. During 1944 let us all make 
an effort to reduce our fires by getting permits and burning only 
when the conditions are right. 

I wish at this time to thank Mr. Libby for allowing me the 
use of one of the town trucks for one of our skid pump units. I 
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also wish to thank Capt. Aaron H. Hill and all who helped in 
building the new defense unit. 


Fire Alarm Department 


During the year a great deal of work. was accomplished. 
New batteries have been installed for our fire alarm system. 
Wires have been transferred from old poles to new ones and 
several fire alarm boxes have been changed to new poles. 

During 1944 I expect to have a good deal of line work to do 
and general work which has to be done each year. 


Town Electrician 


I have had 46 working orders this year through the office 
of the Town Engineer, also a number of telephone calls from the 
School Department and the Library Department. 

I have had 46 applications for permits to do wiring in the 
Town during this year and want to thank the electricians for their 
cooperation. I also want to thank the Board of Selectmen, the 
firemen and the people of Walpole for their continuous support 
and cooperation.

The regular meetings of the School Committee are held on 
the first Monday of each month at 7:45 P. M. in the School Com- 
mittee Room in the Plimpton School. It is the wish of the Com- 
mittee that anyone having suggestions, problems, or desiring 
information on school affairs appear before the Committee when 
it is in session. 


Certificates Awarded—At a meeting of the School Committee 

held July 8, 1943, it was voted that all 
pupils of the Walpole Schools who left school prior to graduation 
in order to enier the Service of the United States be awarded a 
certificate of honor. This certificate to be prepared and bound 
in the same manner as the regular diploma but to carry the 
following wording: 


Having entered the service of the United States before 
completing the requirements for a diploma is hereby 
awarded this certificate in recognition of Academic 
Achievement and Patriotic Devotion. 
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The subject had been discussed at lentgh and in fairness 
to those who had enlisted and completed the course of study in 
our schools either now or at a later date, it was felt it would be 
unfair to award diplomas to others who did not. At the begin- 
ning of their Senior year, all boys were told that if they became 
eighteen at any time during their Senior year, they would have 
the privilege of enlisting in any branch of the armed services 
they chose, but under the Military rules and regulations, they 
would be permitted to complete their school year. Some of the 
boys did this and received their diplomas. No one would wish 
to detract from the spirit of patriotism which actuated those boys 
who entered the services without completing their course of study, 
nor fail to give them due recognition, but a diploma did not seem 
to be the proper award. After checking the action of other schools | 
and colleges, we felt that the award of the certificates would be 
the fairest solution to all.

Teacher Changes—During 1943, eleven teachers left, or were 

called away from our schools. Four left to 
be married; three went to higher paid teaching positions; one 
went to a position in industry; three entered the armed services. 
Men teachers cannot be found to replace teachers who leave. A 
small number of women teachers is available. Salaries in the 
towns where they are now teaching make them hesitant to con- 
sider positions here. 
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Schools Closed for Registrations—Further country-wide Registra- 

tions for various purposes 
made necessary the closing of our schools and required the 
services of our teachers as follows: 


Feb. 23, 24, 25,26 War Ration Book No. Two’ All Schools 
Cette Z Zon ay War Ration Book No. Four, 
Elementary Schools 


Heating Alterations at Boyden School—Due to the shortage in 

the supply of fuel oil, 
it was necessary to close the Boyden School from January 18 
to March 8. Later in the Spring of 1943, a stoker was installed so 
that soft coal now replaces oil for heating. 


Physical Training in High School—As a contribution to the 

Victory Corps Program, a 
course in Physical Training was set up. Every boy and girl in 
the Junior and Senior classes was given a special physical 
examination by the school doctors. Those who passed this 
examination have been given intensive physical exercises and 
training one period a day, five days a week. The purpose of 
this training is to prepare the boys for the more demanding 
physical work of the armed services. The course for the girls 
differs in quantity but not in quality. 


Legal Action—The Attorney General has handed down an Opin- 

ion to the effect that Towns must appropriate and 
pay into the Teachers Retirement Fund not less than one half 
the amount of money which teachers would have paid in had 
they not been called into military service since January 1, 1941. 
This means that while a teacher is on military “leave of absence,” 
his Pension and Annuity status will not be impaired. 


Transportation—Chapter 71, Section 68, G. L. “If the distance 

between a child’s residence and the school he 
is entitled to attend exceed two miles and the nearest school bus 
stop is more than one mile from such residence and the school 
committee declines to furnish transportation, the department upon 
appeal of the parent or guardian of the child, may require the 
town to furnish the same for a part or for all of the distance 
between such residence and the school.” 


Chapter 40, Section 4, G. L. “Contracts for such transporta- 
tion may be made by the School Committee for periods not 
exceeding three years.” 


The policy of the School Committee regarding the distances 


over which pupils are to be carried is based on an action taken 
in 1931, namely— 
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“Voted—That after April 19, 1931, no pupil in the sixth grade or 

below shall be transported at the expense of the Town 
to elementary schools if his home is within a mile and a quarter 
of the school he is to attend. No pupil above the sixth grade shall 
be transported at the Town’s expense if his home is within a mile 
and a half of ithe school he is to attend.” 


This policy was reiterated in the School Committee’s Annual 
Reports of 1935, 1939, 1940, 1941, and 1942. In 1939, this policy 
was incorporated into the Rules and Regulations of the School 
Committee. At the start of 1943, it was the desire and intention 
of the Committee to continue the policy throughout 1943. 


The Commitee advertised for Bids in November 1942 for 
school transportation for the calendar year of 1943. One Bid 
of $24,780 was received. Since this amount was considerably 
higher than what had been paid in any previous year, the Com- 
mittee was hesitant and reluctant to commit the Town to that 
extent, and voted on Dec. 29, 1942 to accept the Bid? 
subject to approval by the Annual Town Meeting of 1943.” 


The Committee was most anxious to maintain its policy of 
furnishing transporation to pupils of Grades 1 to 6 living more 
than 1% miles from the school, and to pupils of Grades 7 to 12 
living more than 1¥% miles from the school. 


The Bid of $24,780 was, in the judgment of the Committee, 
too high, and rather than commit the Town to the payment of 
that sum, the Committee left the matter to the approval or dis- 
approval of the Town Meeting. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, it was voted to adopt the 
recommendation of the Appropriations Committee, that $18,170 be 
appropriated for school transportation. 


The Committee was keenly aware that this sum would be 
inadequate to provide the customary transportaton, and that 
radical steps would have to be taken to bring transportation 
down to where it would fit the lower appropriatiédn. However, 
the Committee was so reluctant to abandon its policy regarding 
distances beyond which pupils should be transported, that it 
retained the 1% and 1% mile limits through the first four months 
of 1943. By the tenth of May, the Committee in view of Town 
Meeting action put into effect a much curtailed program with the 
legal 2-mile requirement as the foundation; opening and closing 
hours at some schools were “staggered” so as to reduce the 
number of busses needed. As a result of the Town Meeting 
action, it had become mandatory upon the School Committee to 
adopt the 2-mile legal requirement as the basis. This action 
deprived many children of the transportation to which they had 
been accustomed, and forced others to walk long distances. This 
situation induced a number of citizens to petition for a Special 
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Town Meeting. This Meeting appointed a Special Committee on 
School. Transportation, consisting of two members from each of 
these groups—School Committee, Appropriations Committee and. 
Board of Selectmen. eis : 
The lines separating one school district from another had not 
been sharply drawn. Although transfers of pupils from one school 
to another had been made from time to time, the Committee felt 
that all pupils should attend the school nearest their residences. 
In April 1943, the Committee instructed the Superintendent to pre- 
pare a card-catalog showing residence of each pupil and its. 
distance from the nearest school, together with a large-scale map, 
spotted with colored pins to show the distribution of school 
children with reference to distances from schools. In July, 1943, 
the Special Committee on School Transportation endorsed the. 
School Commititee’s proposed policy of transferring all pupils 
to the school nearest to their residence, and the cards and map 


were used by the Special Committee in preparing its Report to. 


the Special Town Meeting of July 26, 1943. : 

During the summer of 1943, this Special Committee made a 
study of school transporiation, and made the following arrange- 
ments for the period September through December 1943, arrange- 
ment which the school Committee voted to appprove:— 


a. Children of Grades 1 to 4 to be transported if they lived over 
lYamiles from the School. 
Children of Grades 5-12 to be transported if they lived over 
2 miles from the school. 


Children of Grades 5-6 to be iransported on the same basis. 
as children of Grades 1 to 4 if they lived on streets or 
locations declared “hazardous” by the Committee. . 

b. The Bus Company to be paid $530 weekly for the above. 
transportation. 


These arrangments went into effect with the re-opening of 
schools on Sept. 8. They resulted in further dissatisfaction on 
the part of parents whose children were denied transportation. 
Continued demand was expressed for an immediate return to 
the traditional transportation program. Another Petition for a 


Special Town Meeting was signed and the resulting Meeting held. 


on October 18, voted to appropriate a sum sufficient to return 
school transportation to the status maintained for so many years. 
by the School Committee— 


Pupils of Grades 1-6, over 14% miles 
Pupils of Grades 7-12, over 14% miles 


Although the voters were assured that the Town could purchase: 


its own busses, and although the Special Town Meeting held on 


July 26, 1943, following the recommendation of the Special Com-. 
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mittee on Transportation, voted a sum for their purchase, the. 
request to purchase was denied by the Massachusetts Department 
of Education and by the Office of Defense Transportation in a 
joint letter to the Walpole Board of Selectmen dated Nov. 24, 1943. 


This action nullified the recommendations of the Special 
Committee on School Transporiation relative to the operation by 
the Town of its own school transportation system, and it became 
necessary for the School Committee to seek independent sources 
of transportation. 

In December 1943, the School Committee advertised for Bids 
for school transportation for 1944 and requested Bids on each of 
the following: 


Item 1. Provide legally required transportation. i. e. pupils 
living over 2 miles from school. 


Item 2. Provide customary or traditional transportation. 
Grades 1-6, pupils over 14 miles 
Grades 7-12, pupils over 1¥%2 miles 


Item 3. Provide transportation as recommended by the Special 
Transportation Committee. 


Grades 1-4, pupils over 1% miles 

Grades 5-12, pupils over 2 miles 

Grades 1-6, if pupils must traverse or pass loca- 
tions which have been duly declared 
hazardous. 


Item 4. Bid fora 1 year contract, Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1944 on each 
of above 3 items. 
Bid for a 3 year contract, 1944, 1945, 1946, on each of 
above 3 items. 
Bid on each of above 3 items for period Jan. 1 to June 
30, 1944. 
Bid on each of above 3 items for school year, Sepi. 1944 
to June 1945. 
Bid on each of above 3 items for three school years 
beginning Sept. 1944. : 


Item 5. Bids should be based on use of Busses owned or con- 
trolled by Bidder. 
Bids should also be submitted indicating Bidder’s figures 
on all of above requirements in case Bidder operated 
municipally owned busses. 


Item 6. Bidders must submit individual Bids on the Routes in 
which they are interested. 
Bidders may also submit Bids on combinations of routes if they 
wish. 
Bids from three Bidders were received. 
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One Bidder submitted a Bid for one Route only. 


One Bidder submitted a Bid for all Routes but one, for a 3-year 
contract only. 


One Bidder submitted Bids as requested in Item 4 above, but 
neglected the request contained in Item 6 above. 


In view of the above, the School Committee has awarded 
school transportation for 1944 to the lowest Bidders on a 1-year 
basis.

Vocational Education: When the war ends, the armed forces 

will not need to retain millions of the 
men who have been inducted. Many of the younger men were 
inducted immediately after leaving school and before they had 
established themselves in occupations suited to their abilities and 
interests. A big job of occupational training will have to be done 
for them. That will be adult education on a large scale. 

At the same time, other young men and women will be 
graduating and will be competing for jobs. They also will need 
special vocational training. They should have vocational guid- 
ance in school. 

At present, our facilities cannot provide vocational training. 
Vocational schools in other communities will be overcrowded and 
unable to accommodate our pupils. It is something for us to be 
considering. 


New Dental Program: Dental work is not under the supervision 
of the School Department, but is placed 
in the hands of the Public Health Department. However, the pro- 
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gram is carried on in the schools and involves treatment of teeth 
of pupils during school hours; consequently, we are much inter- 
ested in. the new program which is being introduced by Dr. R. R. 
Davenport. For more than twenty years, Walpole has had 
Dental Clinic where invaluable aid has been. given to school 
children. This aid has been almost wholly concerned with repair 
work. While repair work needs to be done, the new thought in 
deniistry is to carry on an educational program so that less repair 
work will be required. The School Department is cooperating 
with the Dental Department in introducing the new idea. In the 
High School, the support and participation of the Student Council 
has been obtained. Through their help, food charts are being 
displayed and talked about. Experimenis are being prepared 
which will tend to demonstrate the good and bad effects resulting 
from the eating of different kinds of food. 


Physical Training: Prior to the start of the course in January of 

1943, all boys and girls of the Junior and 
Senior classes were given thorough physical examinations by the 
school physicians. This was done to make sure that no pupil 
would suffer injury from the strenuous work of the course. 

In genezal, the work has consisted of exercises recommended 
by the national committee on physical training which consisted 
of representatives of the Army, Navy and Federal Department of 
Education. These exercises include marching, rope-climbing, 
boxing, gymnastics and games.) The girls do almost everything 
that-is required of the boys. 

The boys and girls are enthusiastic about the training; they 
see its values in a short time; better posture and body carriage 


are visible results. A number of boys who have easily passed 


their pre-induction tests attribute their success to our physical 
training work. 


Costs: In spite of rising costs in many lines; there was no 

advance in the price of school textbooks during 1943. 
School supplies increased in cost to. a moderate degree. Essential 
paper, pencils, pens, continued to be available. Cost has not 
been the difficulty which had been anticipated. However, a 
number of things just cannot be purchased. Such items include 
seais, desks, typewriters, scissors. What we have, will have to 
last tor the duration. . 


Conclusion: Credit for a good years work must go to all members 

of the School Department. There has been no fall- 
ing off in quality of work done. Teachers have adapted them- 
selves and their teaching to fit changed needs of the times. I 
extend to all of them my thanks and commendation.

Although the size of classes is not large, I think the con- 
ditions for study are still not the best. In the cafeteria, which 
is used as a study hall, there is an average of 92 pupils every 
period in the school day. In addition to this number, many pupils 
must study in the rear of classrooms at the same time classes are 
conducted in the front of the rooms. 


Success in school requires’ regular attendance and a certain 
amount of home study. I have been interested in the war-time 
work in which our pupils engage and I find that many pupils are 
regularly employed after school in some office, store, or factory. 
The study shows that 53% of members of the senior class, 27% 
of the juniors, 17% of the sophomores nad 18% of the freshmen are 
giving time and energy to outside work. Their work is probably 
of great help in the war effort and should not be discouraged, but 
at the same time, the future welfare of our young people must be 
considered when education obtained in school will be of great 
value in post war adjustments. The amount of such work that 
pupils may do and not have the school work suffer is an 
important question for parents to decide. There has been a 
marked increase in the number of cases of tardiness of pupils in 
school. This is a habit easily acquired and does not make for . 
success in the business world. Personnel directors of the factories 
of the town are always interested in the attendance record of 
oa who are seeking work and a good record helps in securing 
work. 


We have attempted to prepare our pupils for the war effort 
by introducing certain procedures and courses of study which © 
have governmental approval. An intensive course in physical 
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training is required of all junior and senior boys and girls and a 
pre-induction course in electricity and machines is offered to 
seniors. In many other courses of study, the teachers are trying 
to teach pupils why we are fighting the war and what must be 
considered in securing a lasting peace. Our pupils have shown 
their desire to participate in the war effort by a splendid response 
in the purchase of two highway jeeps by the sale of stamps and 
bonds. Plaques have been purchased and placed on the jeeps 
stating that they have been purchased by students of the Wal- 
pole High School. 


Our athletic program has been carried on as nearly normal 
as possible with many restrictions due to lack of transportation. 
The athletic teams of Walpole have an enviable reputation 
among other schools of playing a hard, clean game and being 
examples of good sportsmanship. 


We have had the privilege of hearing many interesting 
speakers in our assembly programs. These speakers have come 
to us because of the interest of the Walpole Mother's Club. 

Our school continues its high standard in Class A and our 
graduates are making good records in colleges and other activi- 
ties. 


I wish to thank Mr. Jones and the teachers for cooperation 
during the year.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR - .. - 


Every conscientious supervisor gets to feel after a long, con- 
tinuous service, that his work becomes more or less automatic. 
That most of the teachers could carry on about as well without 
his occasional visits. Of course, if his directions are sound, such 
should in a measure be the case. 


My recent illness of six weeks has had the pleasant incidence 
of reaffirming to me the value of Supervision. Teachers have 
been telling me that my weekly visit adds an inspirational effort 
to the children’s singing which is soon missed. The interpretive 
side of music which furnishes its joyous element, is too often lost 
in the humdrum of daily routine, and, indeed, is impossible to 
realize, except by one who has had a wide musical experience. 
Then, too, a definitely assigned lesson, which will be appraised 
at a short interval, is a tangible spur to progress. 


The interruptions of the war program and the war-time jobs 
have imposed restrictions upon all teaching activities. I think, 
however, that we should be very careful not to overestimate these 
handicaps, and be ready to readjust our programs to salvage as 
much as is possible of what we have gained in the past, whatever 
personal sacrifice in time or effort may be involved.

- Course into the Home Making II course. This is the approved 
course given by National Red Cross with certificate awarded 
upon completing the course satisfactorily. 

During this past year we served in the cafeteria 41,984 
meals. This means that the bulk of our business is practically 
double that of last year. This too makes the securing of supplies 
more difficult but we are doing the best we can to give the boys 
and girls rich, wholesome foods, which they need now more than

The general physical examinations of the children have been 
completed and notices of physical defects have been sent to the 
parents.

The parents have co-operated excep- 
tionally well in correcting the physical defects of their children. 
Our children appear well-clothed and well-nourished and only 
odcasionally I have noticed some uncleanliness which was 
readily taken care of. There have been some sporadic cases 
of impetigo and scabies and athletes foot which were attended 
to. 

Our School Nurse, Alice Downing, has been efficient in 
checking the absentees from school and also in bringing health 
problems in special cases to me. 

I find the two schools are sanitary and well kept by our 
janitors.

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PHYSICIAN FOR THE HIGH AND PLIMPTON SCHOOLS - - - 


I have made the usual physical examinations and reported 
the various conditions as I found them. These have, as a rule, 
been given the attention which seemed necessary, and thus 
remedied. The most common disability as I have seen it, in the 
last few months of observation of the school child, has been 
pronation or broken down arches of the feet, due to weakness 
of the ligaments. This is something due to natural conditions, but 
more often to having the young child or infant begin walking too 
early or, in later years, the wearing of shoes without proper arch 
supports. 


Another fairly common condition is spinal curvature or devia- 
tion due to faulty posture at home and in school. Teachers 
undoubtedly do what they can to remedy the condition in school, 
but the main reliance must be placed on the home, where the 
child is permitted to assume lounging positions without correction. 
The school does a lot through the gymnasium and outdoor 
physical exercises, but the home should do more. 


People are fairly alive to the need of correcting abnormalities 
by removal of diseased tonsils, and this is highly commendable, 
but they do not seem to sense the importance of correct posture 
in the future physical development of the individual.

Complete physical examinations were made on all of the 
children. Defects were noted by me and recorded by Miss 
Downing, our efficient School Nurse. Furthermore, follow-up work 
was carried on by her. 


In several 
instances I made special visits to the parents and convinced 
them that they should have the physical defects in their children . 
corrected. In some cases, children from homes where both 
parents were working in factories, were unkempt and dirty. Here 
again, the School Nurse made special visits to the parents. 


We are still making progress on the road to good health.

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THE SCHOOL NURSE - - - 


We had, this year, the added responsibilities that come with 
the care of school children*during war time, and many of the 
things we have had to deal with in the schools this year, are the 
results of existing conditions. 

In January, prior to the opening of the new physical educa- 
tional program, each boy and girl in Grade IX and Grade XII, 
received a physical examination by one of the school physicians, 
in order to be permitted to participate in these strenuous excerises. 

The physical examinations were quite complete, and if any 
corrections were suggested by the doctors, the parents were urged 
to have them attended to. | | 

There were epidemics of contagious diseases in the schools 
during the year. In February and March, scarlet fever and 
measles were prevalent in High School. The common cold, 
grippe and sore throats have caused a large number to be absent 
from Senior High School during the year. Many boys and girls 
in these grades are working after school hours and as fatigue is 
one of the predisposing causes of colds and illnesses, we feel this 
is the reason such a condition exists. 

Children in the Junior High School, have added duties at 
‘home, because both parents are working. These children help 
with shopping, preparation of meals, and help with the care of 
younger brothers and sisters. Small children have been sent to 
_ school when they were not able to be there, and the problem is, 
what is one to do with a child who is not well enough to be in 
school, and not old enough to be at home alone? 

As we have stated in previous reports, every effort should 
be made on the part of the parents, to keep their children as 
healthy as possible. All children should have the following: 
Correction of any defects that are necessary. 

Plenty of rest. 

Proper clothing for the out-of-doors, and the classroom. 
Sufficient amounts of the right foods. 

Protection against contagious diseases. 

Medical care when necessary. 


All children should remain at home when they have coughs 
and colds, not alone to protect other children, but for the protec- 
tion of themselves, as well. Any child whose resistance is already 
_ lowered, is very apt to contract any disease he is exposed to. 
It is impossible to control any epidemic without the full coopera- 
tion of the parents.

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_ CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE - - - 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its twelfth annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December Peat 
James Buffington, Jr., Chairman, (Mrs.) Mildred J. Howard, Sec’y. 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be known as the ‘’Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have 
created a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accodance 
with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two 
years from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee so to 
do. The income from said funds to be used for scholarships ta 
be paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female, of 
the Schools of the Town who become students at any university, 
college or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as 
practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and 
to be paid to each undergraduate in a university, college, or 
institute to whom it may be awarded by a Committee to be known 
as the “Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,”” which Com- 
_ mittee shall consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Wal- 
pole for the time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole 
for the time being, and if there be at any time more than one High 
School in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the 
time being, and the members for the time being of the School 
Committee or other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. 
The awards of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be 
made during the month of December of each and every year. 
Said Scholarship Committee shall keep a record of its doings 
and make a report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall 
so far as practical keep in touch with the progress and standing 
of each student to whom an award of a scholarship has been 
made. It is not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee 
in making their award, but there are these factors which I desire 
they should take into consideration,—Character, Scholarship, and 
Physical and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing 
to extend their education along technical lines, shall, other things 
being equal be given preference.” 


The amount available for distribution this year was $3,462.72. 
In accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are 
to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred 
dollars, seven scholarships were awarded.

LIBRARIAN - - - 


With libraries throughout the country having a turnover in 
Staff personnel unprecedented in library annals, we are fortunate 
to have had the same people with us during all 1943. Kiwee

Sunday, May 16, ihe Library observed its Fortieth Anniver- 
sary with an afternoon Tea, and an exhibit of paintings by John. 
Goss. 
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In June the Library was granted permission to use an empty 
store window in the centre of Town for the purpose of displaying 
books and jackets. This innovation has met with heartening 
response inasmuch as some people have been prompted to come 
to the Library to inquire for the books they have seen thus adver- 
tised. 

Likewise, in a further effort to stimulate circulation, blotters 
were printed which mentioned our foreign language books, and 
gave some indication of the scope of our non-fiction. These 
blotters were distributed to the Post-Offices and Bank. Collections 
of foreign books have been received from the Division of Public 
Libraries, the most popular being Finnish and Swedish, with 
some German, Russian and Lithuanian. 


_ For the first time in this library's history, Summer book service 
was extended to the residents of North Walpole. The weekly 
attendance has remained steadily high so that we feel we are 
meeting a definite need, inadequate though these few weekly 
hours may be. Miss Towle, the Fisher School Librarian, is doing 
a fine piece of work and deserves special commendation. 


During the Summer months a Garden Reading Club was 
conducted for the children. Throughout the Town the response 
was overwhelming. Of the 168 members, 53 read over twenty- 
five books. The usual Saturday morning Story Hour was held as 
hitherto, with the addition of another Hour held for the 4th, 5th and 
6th graders. 


Book Week was observed with the annual Sunday afternoon 
Open-House, with a similar affair held in East Walpole, Friday 
evening, November 17. Mrs. Blanche Plimpton's water colors 
were on exhibit at the main Library, with the Branch Library 
displaying the art work of its patrons. Miss Saunders, Head of 
Art in Walpole Schools, the teachers, and pupils cooperated by 
making attractive posters. Guest story-tellers during the week 
were Miss Marjory Spear and Mrs. Harry Harding. 


At this time I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the Board — 
of Trustees for their unfailing encouragement and advice, and to 
the Staff whose unflagging zeal and cooperation made possible 
the successful completion of this our fortieth year.

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TOWN PLANNING BOARD .- - - 


A general plan for the improvement of the town was officially 
adopted by the citizens of Walpole in 1915. At the same time a 
pamphlet was mailed to every citizen entitled “Walpole—Plan 
Today for Tomorrow.” In this pamphlet were given thirty-nine 
(39) points of special interest. Many of these recommendations 
have been carried out, such as playgrounds for all schools, 
memorial park, improvement in squares and crossroads, develop- 
ment of town forest, and the surveying of roads in the town. 


The result of carrying out these suggestions early means that 
as far as the skeleton of the town is concerned, the foundation for 
providing amenities had been laid which as the town grows will 
become more and more appreciated. Some of the suggestions in 
the pamphlet were for development which might be called some- 
what idealistic, but, it is well to remember that ‘‘Where there is 
no vision the people perish,’ and as Alberti said: 


“All public things which are part of the town and 
city belong to all citizens.’ There is nothing in this that 
anybody will dissent from, but to go on from a mere dull 
assent to proper realisation that the town and city must 
be a thing of such architectural beauty, and so full of 
civilised amenities, as to afford a source of constant 
pleasure to body and mind, is to go much further than 
any of our planners dare—with their timid, half-hearted 
schemes, mostly utilitarian in the dreariest sense.” 


It should: be an accepted policy that whatever is done in 
the town should follow a plan for eventually working out com- 
plete development along the path to a definite goal. Thus, no 
part of development should be made which does not fit into 
scheme for development as a whole in the future. 


In 1938 a master plan, or working plan, was prepared 
showing a number of improvements which were agreed upon 
by the Planning Board and Town Engineer as something that 
should be carried out as soon as practical. A survey of the 
town was made more accurate that heretofore, and the plan 
which showed these improvements of various kinds was pre- 
sented to the town. This should be kept up to date, and from 
time to time when there are any suggestions for changes or 
improvements they should be placed on the plan. Also, when 
anything has been accomplished it should be noted thereon so 
that it will be the basis for keeping a record of the past and the 
future in town planning. 


We recommend that the streets which have not yet been 
laid out should be surveyed as soon as possible. 
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Perhaps the greatest harm that can be done to a town is 
from real estate speculators who take a piece of land, lay it out 
with no consideration for the development of the land adjoining 
or for the future plans of the town, and use this land as a means 
of squeezing as much money out of it as possible. It is well to 
‘recall to the citizens of the town that the Town Planning Board 
now has the authority to pass upon any real estate development 
plan and to give advice which would prevent mistakes of this 
kind being made. The amenities of many towns in New England 
have been destroyed by uneconomic and unsound plans of real 
estate development, creating problems of what might be called 
“country slums.” 


In the Town Forest there are plantations made fifteen to 
twenty years ago which now need to be weeded. The wood 
cut from these plantations can be sold for pulp, and we recom- 
mend that under the State Forester, whenever practical, these 
plantations be given attention. Within a reasonable time there 
should be an annual return from the forest. Up to date all has 
been outgo, but under proper planning and management, up to 
the limit of the size, there should be regular small income. We 
recommend the extension of the Town Forest as originally plan- 
ned. It can become a very sound form of investment for the 
town not only as a forest but as an area for recreation. 


All our efforts are directed to help win the devastating war in 
which we are engaged against the powers of darkness, but the 
time has come when we should think of the future. Plans should 
be prepared as soon as possible for work that may be ready for 
possible periods of unemployment. We should have recorded 
on our master plan a number of sound and practical public 
works, and should have a list of these works definitely planned 
for and in sequence to meet the situation in the future. It should 
be well for the town, as it is for any individual or organization, to 
recognize and adopt the motto of the Boy Scouts—’’Be Prepared.”

In May the Well Child Conference was held at the Blackburn 
Memorial Hall. It was conducted by the Division of Child 
Hygiene and the State Department of Public Health. Forty pre- 
school children and their mothers attended. They received valu- 
able information regarding the welfare of their children. 
Follow-up work was accomplished by home visits. With the 
cooperation of the parents and doctors many defects were cor- 
rected. The transportation, where needed was furnished by the 
Red Cross Motor Corps. 

From the proceeds of the Tuberculosis Seal Sale, nutritional © 
.aid was given to patients where needed and two children 
received hospital care at the Prendergast Preventorium over a 
period of time. 

The Red Cross Motor Corps has been of great value to us. 
Through their willing cooperation patients have been transported 
to the Norfolk County Hospital and to various clinics and hospitals 
in Boston and vicinity.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 


of the town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1943, and 
report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined and checked with the 
books of the town accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined. 
The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the treasurer’s books 
and with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town, while the payments were checked with the treasury 
warrants and with the books of the treasurer. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s records of 
town meetings, as well as the transfers from the reserve fund auth- 
orized by the finance committee, were checked to the town account- 
ant’s ledger. 


AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS a ¥i 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary adjusting 
entries were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 31, 1943. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the town and 
with the other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were checked with the warrant of 
the selectmen authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 

The cash balance on December 31, 1943, was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with 
the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing trust fund 
investments in custody of the treasurer were examined and listed. 
The income was proved and the withdrawals were checked with 
the receipts as entered in the treasurer’s cash book. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to the tax 
title account were compared with the collector’s records, the re- 
corded redemptions were checked with the receipts as shown on the 
treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles were listed, proved, and 
checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The property taxes, motor vehicle excise taxes, and sewer 
assessments outstanding according to the previous examination, as 
well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and reconciled 
with the assessors’ warrants. 

The collections as posted on the commitment books were com- 
pared with the cash book collections and with the recorded pay- 
ments to the town treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s cash book. 
The recorded abatements were compared with the assessors’ records 
of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title account were 
checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the respective ledger accounts. 

The commitments of water charges were examined and checked. 
The recorded payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were verified, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct.

The town clerks records of sporting, dog and miscellaneous 
town licenses and fees were examined. The payments to the State 
were verified by comparison with the receipts on file and the pay- 
ments to the town treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book. 

The accounts of the health, public welfare, and school depart- 
ments, as well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
reconciled with the treasurer’s and the town accountant’s books. 

The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish them 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and 
the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, tax title, de- 
partmental, and water accounts, as well as tables showing the trust 
and investment fund transactions. 

For the cooperation extended by the various town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of 
June 4, 1943 and was signed by Willis D. McLean, Albert W. 
Smith, Clinton F. Shufelt, George Sherrerd, Jr., and Royal A. 
Jones, Selectmen of Walpole. - 

The proper service of the Warrant was attested by Levi S. 
Thompson, Constable of Walpole. 

All the requirements of the statutes and By-Laws relating to 
Elections and Town Meetings were complied with: 

In the absence of the regular Moderator, Mr. Henry W. 
Caldwell, and at the request of the Town Clerk, the meeting was 
called to order at 8 P. M. by Willis D. McLean, Chairman of the 
Selectmen, a quorum being present. 
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Mr. McLean expressed regret that Mr. Caldwell was unable 
to be present at this meeting and hoped that he would soon be 
able to resume his duties as Moderator. 

Mr. McLean then stated that the first business to come before 
this meeting was the election of a Moderator—Pro Tem and as he 
would be elected from the floor that nominations were in order. 

On motion made and seconded, it was Voted unanimously 
that Handel L. Jepson be elected Moderator—Pro Tem. Mr. 
Jepson was sworn into office by the Town Clerk. \ 

On motion made and seconded, it was Voted, that we waive 
the reading of the warrant.

Under this article Mr. McLean stated that in accordance with 
a vote passed at the annual town meeting the Selectmen had 
made a study of the school transportation question and their 
report was ready for distribution to the voters at this meeting. The 
report was then passed out to all present and time was allowed 
for the voters to read the report of the Selectmen. 

Mr. McLean then read figures obtained by the Selectmen 
comparing costs of school transporiaiton with several other towns 
including Weymouth and Braintree, most all the towns even 
larger than Walpole, but these figures showed that costs for 
school transportation in Walpole to be higher in each instance. 

Mr. McLean as Chairman of the Selectmen, then read the 
report of the Selectmen on their investigation of school transporta- 
tion in Walpole which report is as follows: 


REPORT BY THE BOARD’ OF SELECTMEN 
relative to 
SCHOOL TRANSPORTATION 


Authority: 

The following vote was passed at the Adjourned Annual 
Town Meeting on March 1, 1943: 

“On motion made and seconded it was Voted: 


That the Board of Selectmen be hereby authorized to 
investigate the school transportation situation and report 
at the next Town Meeting.” 


Procedure: 

A thorough review was made of the proceedings of the 
School Committee with respect to transportation matters over a 
period of several years. Costs were studied and compared with

those prevailing in other towns. Alternative methods of provid- 
ing school transportation were investigated. 

It should be noted here that the General Laws provide that 
school transportation is the responsibility of the School Com- 
mittee, with sole authority in the matter vested in this Committee. 
Summary of Conclusions: 

1. The transportation service now being provided is inade- 
quate, both from the standpoint of safety and health of the 
children. 

2. The cost of this transportation in Walpole has been 
excessive for several years at least, and for the calendar year 1943 
is riduculously high. 

Findings: 

The minutes of the School Committee disclose the following: 

1. For many years the major school transportation has been 
provided under yearly contracts entered into with the Pierce 
Bus Lines, Inc. 


2. The contract for the 1941-42 school year with the Pierce 
Bus Lines, Inc. was in the amount of $17,700.00, or $465.79 per 
school week. This provided transportation for all school children 
from the first to sixth grades inclusive who live at a distance 
greater than 1% miles from their schools, and for those children 
in the seventh to twelfth grades inclusive who live more than 
1% miles from their schools. 


3. During the summer of 1942 the School Committee met 
with the Appropriation Committe and the War Emergency Trans- 
portation Committee and discussed ways and means of more 
satisfactorily solving the school transportation situation, but this 
meeting apparently ended without tangible results. 


4. September 3, 1943 the School Committee accepted a pro- 
posal from the Pierce Bus Lines; Inc., in amount $9,052.65, to cover 
the period from September 9, 1942 to December 23, 1942, which 
was at the rate of $565.79 per week. It should be noted that this 
increase was exactly $100.00 per week, and is approximately 
21.5% above what was paid for the school year 1941-42. Essen- 
tially the same transportation was furnished as previously, except 
that some bus stops were eliminated. 


5. On December 29, 1942, after -considerable negotiation 
with the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. the School Committee accepted a 
proposal from this company for $24,780.00 to cover transportation 
for the entire calendar year of 1943,—''Subject to discussion at 
Town Meeting.” This contract was at the rate of $652.10 per 
school week and contemplated providing the same amount of 
transportation as in previous contracts. It should be noted that 
it called tor an increase, in cost of approximately 15% over the 
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rate which was in effect from September to December, 1942, and 
furthermore an increase of about 40% over the rate which was in 
effect for the school year 1941-42. It is significant that at the 
same time this proposal was submitted to the School Committee, 
the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. submitted an alternate proposal for the 
calendar year 1943 on the basis of transporting children only 
who lived at a distance two miles or more from their schools and 
this proposal specified a price of $24,000.00 for that service. 


Pending action at the annual Town Meeting on March 1, 1948, 
the arrangements with the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. were to continue 
school transportation at $565.79 per school week, this being the 
rate under the contract of September 3, 1942. 


6. At the Adjourned Annual Town Meeting, the Appropria- 
tion Committee recommended an appropriation of $18,170.00, 
having disapproved the request of the School Committee for an 
appropriation of $24,680.00. (It is not clear from the record why 
the School Committee requested an appropriation for the calendar 
year 1943 of $24,680.00, whereas the proposal from the Pierce Bus 
Lines, Inc. was $24,780.00). 


7. The School Committee, following the Adjourned Annual 
Town Meeting, advertised for bids, specifying the basis of trans- 
porting only those pupils who live two miles or more from their 
schools. Bidders were requested to break down their propos- 
als and specify the amounts for each of nine routes. Proposals 
for the major contract were received from the Pierce Bus Lines, 
Inc. and M. J. Connolly, and were as follows: 


Pierce Bus Lines, Inc., 9 routes—$13,779.09 
with a stipulation added that unless all nine 
routes were awarded to this bidder the proposal 
was void. 


M. J. Connolly, 6 routes—$3,983.36. 


Comparing the costs submitted by Pierce and Connolly for 
six routes, the record shows that where the Pierce proposal was 


$7,144.00, the Connolly bid was $3,983.36. 


Prior to action on these proposals the School Committee 
invited the selectmen and representatives of the Appropriation 
Committee to attend its meeting on March 15, 1943 and requested 
suggestions as to the action that might be taken. In view of the 
fact that Mr. Connolly’s bid was $3,160.73 (for six routes) lower 
than the bid of the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. for the same six routes, 
the selectmen and the Appropriation Committee representatives 
recommended to the School Committee the acceptance of the 
lower bid. Inasmuch as the Connolly bid did not include three 
of the nine routes, and as the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. had stipulated 
they were not interested unless they were awarded the contract 
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for all nine routes, the selection advised, concurred in by the 
Appropriation Committee, that they would call a Town Meeting 
immediately to act on the matter of the purchase of sufficient 
equipment to provide transportation over the three routes referred 
to, provided this transportation could not otherwise be obtained. 
In view of the fact that Connolly's bid was only 56% of the Pierce 
bid, it was the opinion of the selectmen that a sufficient sum had 
been appropriated by the town to provide transportation, not on 
a two mile basis, but, as formerly, for transportation of pupils 
in grades | to 6 inclusive who live more than 1% miles from 
their schools and for pupils in grades 7 to 12 inclusive who live 
over 12 miles from their schools. 

On April 28, 1943 the School Committe invited Messrs. Pierce: 
and Connolly to attend their meeting, and after discussion they 
agreed to leave it to Mr. A. C. Jones, Superintendent of Schools, 
to work out with Mr. Pierce a plan to provide as much transporta- 
tion as possible for the amount appropriated by the town. Sub- | 
sequently, on May 3, 1943, the School Committee passed the 
following vote: 


“Voted: that we pay Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. at 
the rate of $467.63 per school week for the 
balance of the calendar year, which will cover 
transportation of children living beyond the two 
mile limit according to ‘the schedule hereto 
annexed providing Mr. Pierce is willing to accept 
776.79 for his payment in full for any claims.” 


Under the foregoing contract, which became effective Match 
10, 1943, approximately 344 pupils are being carried in four 
buses, whereas previously approximately 600 students had been 
carried in seven or eight buses. Compared with the school year 
1940-41, the town finds itself paying $470.00 per year more for 
approximately 50% less transporiation. 


It should be noted that the item of $776.79 in the opinion of 
the selectmen is not a proper charge and is in excess of the 
appropriation, and its payment has been withheld. 
Conclusions: 


Investigation of the transoprtation costs in other towns indi- 
cates that even in the school year 1940-41, Walpole transporta- 
tion costs were excessive. In view of this we find no justification 
for a 40% increase in the proposal of the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc. 
for the same service during the calendar year of 1943, which 
proposal was accepted by the School Committee on December 
29, 1942. 


We are of the opinion that the reason for the lack of compe- 
titive bids has been the failure of the School Commiitee io 
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negotiate conitracis for a three year period, as permitted by 
Chapter 40, Section 4 of the General Laws. We believe that had 
such proposals been requested, competitive bidding by cther bus 
operators would have resulted in Walpole securing adequate 
school transportation at costs appreciately below what the town 
has expended. Moreover, we are firmly of the opinion that 
hazards of modern day traffic, especially on roads where side- 
walks are not installed, and for reasons of health, transportation 
should be provided on the basis of carrying children in the first 
six grades who live more than 1% miles from their schools and 
for transportation of children in the seventh to twelfth orades 
inclusive who live more than 1¥2 miles from their schools. 


Recommendations: 


In order that relief may be had from the present intolerable 
situation, we recommend that the three methods, or more if found, 
listed below be investigated and appraised, with a report sub- 
mitted at an Adjournment of this meeting not later than July 26, 
1943. 


I. A contract for school transportation to 
cover a three year period. 

2. The town to purchase, maintain and 
operate its own buses for the transportation of 
school children. 

3. The town to purchase buses for transporta- 
tion of school children and contract for their 
storage, maintenance and operation. 

The selectmen have examined various phases of all three 
methods insofar as could be done between May 3, 1943 (the date 
when the School Committee made the present arrangement with 
the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc.) and today. However, this interval has 
not been sufficient to gather together the costs of each method 
and to compare the advantages and disadvantages of each: 

Further we recommend that a committee, consisting of six

From the School Committee: 


From the Board of Selectmen: 
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This Committee organized on June 17, 1943 with Willis D. 
McLean, Chairman and Lawrence T. Brown, Secretary. Ten 
meetings have been held and individual members have devoted 
much additional time investigating various phases of the problem. 


Summary of Conclusions: 


1. Additional school transportation is required and should 
be provided effective with the opening of school this fall. 


2. The Town should purchase new buses and provide under 
contract for their housing, maintenance and operation. 


Procedure: 

A complete set of statistics covering the school population 
was the first requirement for study by the Committee. These 
were provided through the School Committee, who assigned Mr. 
Arthur C. Jones, Superintendent, to furnish the data, which 
included, among other things, a complete index of all school 
children, their age and grade, where they resided and the dis- — 
tance to the school they attend. Mr. Jones submitted to the Com- 
mittee complete information on these points, togeher with 
accompanying maps. The data was most helpful and the Com- 
mittee acknowledges with thanks this excellent assistance. 


Based on this data, bus routes were laid out and a compre- 
hensive view of the transportation requirements was obtained. 


Conferences were held with Mr. F. W. Pierce of the Pierce 
Bus Lines, Inc., with particular reference to the contract his 
company now holds and which does not expire until December 3]; 
1943. 


An examination of Statutory and War-Time Regulations was 
made to determine their bearing on the’ problem. 


These may be summarized as follows: 


Chapter 71, Section 68 of the General Laws makes no pro- 
vision for the transportation by municipalities of school children 
living less than two miles from their school. The Office of Defense 
Transportation, General Order No. 21, provides that after Novem- 
ber 30, 1942, every school bus must have a certificate of War 
Necessity, fixing the maximum number of miles of operation and 
authorizing the necessary fuel, parts, tires and tubes for such 
buses. It is required that the bus routes shall be so arranged that 
the maximum number of pupils can be transported with the 
minimum number of bus miles. Transportation shall be provided 
only for students who have to walk more than two miles to school 
or more than a mile-and-c-half to.a school bus trunk route. Certain 
exceptions may be made, such as for those physically handi- 
capped or where, in the opinion of the school authorities, haz- 
ardous walking conditions prevail. 
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Findings: 
After a very thorough study of the entire problem the Com- 


mittee believes that transportation should be furnished by the 
Town for school children as follows: 


(a) For pupils in grades 1 to 4 inclusive, living over 1% 
miles from the school they attend. 

(ob) For Pupils in grades 5 to 12 inclusive, living over two 
miles from the school they attend. 

(c) For pupils in grades 5 and 6, living over 1% miles from 
the school they attend, where the roads over which they would 
be required to walk can be definitely classified as hazardous. 


This program appears to the Committee to provide all the 
essential transportation which can be furnished under war condi- 
tions after giving effect to the various governmental edicts, the 
necessity for conservation of critical material and the reasonable 
safety of school children. 

The problem then divides itself into two logical parts: 


1. To provide transportation from the opening of school in 
September until the present contract with the Pierce Bus Lines, 
Inc., terminates on December 31, 1943; and 

2. To provide transportation under the recommendations as 
outlined above, beginning January 1, 1944 
_ The existing contract, entered into by the School Committee 
-with the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc., which became effective May 3, 
1943, provides that only those children living beyond the two-mile 
limit shall be transported. As this contract does not terminate 
until December 31, 1943, and due to the regulations of the Office 
of Defense Transportation, any additional school transportation 
from September through December can only be performed by the 
present contractor, Mr. F. W. Pierce, President of the Pierce Bus 
Lines, Inc., has given us assurance that his company will perform 
the additional Transportation at an additional weekly cost of 
$62.27 the rate under the present contract is $467.63 per week 
and the rate, including the additional transportation for the fall 
term would be $530.00 per week). The Committee believes that the 
additional transportation within the limits set forth above should 
be provided. 

The alternate methods of providing school transportation for 
the calendar year commencing January 1, 1944, as outlined in 


the vote of the Town, were thoroughly studied. It was found . 


impractical under present conditions to secure a contract for 
school transportation which would cove a three-year period. In 
more normal times it appeared that such a contract would be 
desirable, that it would stimulate competition and would result in 
a more favorable price than could be obtained on a one-year 
basis. 
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The proposal that the town purchase, maintain and operate 
its own buses for the transportation of school children was care- 
fully considered. Such a plan has worked’ satisfactorily in a | 
number of communities and has resulted in providing school — 
transportation at the lowest possible cost. However, under war 
conditions, with insufficient labor supply and the difficulties of 
providing proper supervision, it does not seem to offer a plan 
which is presently feasible or desirable. 


The plan for the Town to purchase buses for school trans- 
portation and contract for their storage, maintenance and opera- 
tion, was likewise studied most carefully and appears to offer 
the best solution for the problem under existing conditions. This 
plan, it is estimated, will have a slightly higher cost as compared 
with the plan for a complete municipal operation. However, the 
higher cost is offset by the elimination of several difficult prob- 
lems, for example providing garage space for housing the buses, 
supervision, and details connected with their operation and main- 
tenance, which in the opinion of the Committee can be more 
satisfactorily and efficiently provided by private enterprise. 

A comparison of the estimated costs of the two plans is given 
below:

It has been determined that new buses will cost approxi- 
mately $3,500.00 each. The cost of the six buses required (one to 
he used as a reserve) would be $21,000.00, but to cover any con- 
tingencies it is suggested that an additional $2,000.00 be made 
available (total $23,000.00) for their purchase. To provide housing, 
maintenance and operation under contract will require an expen- 
diture of approximately $12,500.00 for the first calendar year. 
Through tentative negotiation the Committee has been assured 
that it is possible to obtain locally the performance of this service, 
the Town then being obligated only for the payment of the insur- 
ance, taxes, fees and tires, which items are included in the sum of 


12,500.00 


Conclusions: 


1. Additional transportation should be provided for school 
children as outlined above from the beginning of school in 
September to December 31, 1943 by revising the existing contract 
with the Pierce Bus Lines, Inc., for an additional weekly sum of 
$62.27. 

2. To provide reasonably satisfactory school transportation 
under war conditions at a fair price, the Committee believes that 
this can be accomplished by the Town voting to purchase buses 
for transporting school Children and to contract for their storage, 
maintenance and operation. 


It is pointed out that the purchase of new school buses is 
contingent on securing approval of the War Production Board and 
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other governmental agencies. It cannot be definitely determined 
in advance whether such approval will be granted. It is believed, 
however, that there is a reasonable basis for securing this 
approval, and if secured it appears that there is no legal obstacle 
in operating the buses as proposed. 

It is expected that the School. Committee will cooperate fully 
in utilizing town-owned buses in conformity with the proposed 
plan as outlined above, but it should be pointed out that school 
transportation, by statute, is entirely under its jurisdiction. 
Recommendations: 


It is recommended that: 

1. The School Committee provide transportation for school 
children as set forth in this report, commencing with the opening 
of the schools in September, 1943. 

2. That the town purchase six new school buses and that 
the School Committee arrange by contract for their housing, main- | 
tenance and operation beginning January 1, 1944. 

3. That the sum of $23,000.00 be made available immedi- 
ately for the purchase of six new school buses. 

4. That the sum of $12,500.00 shall be made available now 
to provide housing, maintenance and operation for six school 
buses for the calendar year 1944. 

5. That this report be accepted and the Committee be dis- 
charged.

“TO THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


Report of the Appropriation Committee on the following 
article: 

Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate by transfer a sum of money’ sufficient to restore transporta- 
tion of school children back to where it was previous to May 10, 
1943 or do or act anything in relation thereto. 


Pursuant to our regular custom, the Appropriation Com- 
mittee met with the petitioner and others on Thursday evening 
October 7, 1943.. It was explained by the petitioner and others 
on Thursday evening October 7, 1943. It was explained by the 
petitioners that it was their intent on requesting this article to 
restore school transportation to the mileage limits that were in 
effect on May 10, 1943, which were transportation of pupils in the 
first six grades who lived more than 114 miles from the schools 
they attend, and all others who lived more than 14% miles from 
their school. 

The petitioners informed us that they had obtained from 
the Pierce Bus Lines a figure of $1,500 to cover the additional 
transportation for a period from October 18, 1943 to the end of 
the calendar year, which covers a period of approximately nine 
school weeks. 

The objects which the petitioners wished to accomplish in 
requesting this expenditure were twofold, namely: 

l. To eliminate children walking to school over routes which 
they (the petitioners) considered hazardous. 

2. To retransfer children back to the school they previously 
attended. 
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It should be made clear that it is not the function of this Com- 
mittee to make any recommendations on these two points. How- 
ever, as a matter of general interest, the Appropriation Committee 
met with the School Committee and has been informed that the 
redistribution of school Children had already been started prior 
to the question of school transportation and was made essentially 
for the purpose of locating students in the school nearest their 
home. The School Committee has further informed us that due 
to this redistribution, the schools are not overcrowded. 

In our discussion with the School Committee we were in- 
formed that should the $1,500 be appropriated, it would mean that 
transportation would be furnished for 79 additional children over 
the present number now carried, all of whom either attend Junior 
High or High School. 

In consideration of the foregoing, and particularly due to the 
fact that the smaller children will not be benefited by this request, 
the Appropriation Committee does not feel justified in recommend- 
ing to the Town any transfer of funds for additional school trans- 
portation at this time, and therefore are recommending indefinite 
postponement of this article. 


APPROPRIATION COMMITTEE.” 


It was then 

Voted: to take up Article 2. 

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise or approp- 
triate by transfer a sum of money sufficient to restore transporta- 
tion of school children back to where it was previous to May 10, 
1943 or do or act anything in relation thereto. (Petition of George 
Campbell and others).

Hundred Dollars be appropriated by transfer from the Excess 
and Deficiency Account for the purpose of restoring the service 
of Transportation of School Children of Walpole to their respec- 
tive Schools which was in effect prior to May 10th, 1943. 
An amendment was made by Mr. Campbell to the above 
motion as follows: 
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Moved and seconded, To instruct the School Committee to 
transfer the children back to the schools which they attended 
prior to May 10, 1943. 

A further amendment was made by Mr. Brown as follows: 

Moved and seconded, That if the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, or the United States Government, refuses to grant 
additional transportation, the amount voted under article 2 of this 
meeting shall be transferred back to the Excess and Deficiency 
Account. 


After a general discussion on Article 2, the Moderator 
appointed Harry Mann and William Sline as Counters and they 
were sworn into office by the Moderator.

_ Voted: that if the Office of Defense Transportation, or the 
United States Government, refuses to grant additional transporia- 
tion, the amount voted under Article 2 of this meeting shall be 
transferred back to the Excess and Deficiency Account.

Voted: at 9:15 P. M. that this meeting be dissolved.
